The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: there are prior art for each of the groups. This means 
that a technical feature which ahready forms part of the state of the art cannot, by definition, 
make a contribution over the prior art and does not, therefore, qualify as an unifying element in 
the sense of Rule 13.1 PCT.
